' at liberty to accept or reject ministrations Intended for their benefit; and 


so they will accept or reject in accord -with their penitent or unrejrenerate 
condition, even as is the case with those v.'hom the Gospel message reaches 
in mortality. 


Though baptism be authoritatively administered to a living person as 


proxj' for a dead ancestor, that spirit will derive no immediate advancement 
nor salvation thereby if he has not yet attained faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, or if he be still unrepentant. Even as Christ has made salvation 
possible to all, though few there be who accept the prescribed conditions m 
the flesh, so vicarious ordinances may be administered for many in the 
spirit realm who are not yet prepared to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunities thus placed within their reach. 


It is evident that labor in behalf of the dead is twofoM; that performed 


on earth would remain incomplete and futile but for its supplement ajid 
counterpart beyond the veil. Missionary work is in proprress there—work 
compared with which the evangelistic labor on earth 5s relatively of small 
extent. 
There are preactfers and teachers, ministers invested with the 


Holy Priesthood, all engaged in proclaiming the Gospel of Jesus Christ to 
spirits still sitting- in darkness. This great labor was inaugurated by the 
Savior during the brief period of KJS uiseinbodimtnl. It is reasonable <ind 
consistent to hold that the saving ministry so begun was left to be con-

The 
price was identical with that in several other stores for 
the same article. 


This case was investigated by The Better Business 


Bureau. The manager of the store admitted the fallacy 
of the statement questioned and promised to correct the 
misrepresentation. He also expressed appreciation for 
the work of the Bureau and offered to co-operate in 
the future. 


This is only one example of the work of The Better 


Business Bureau in investigating and correcting mislead- 
ing advertising and questionable business practices. 
Fortunately such cases make up a decidedly small pro- 
portion of the advertisements appearing in Oakland.
